Arbitration Board Formed 
To Avoid Film Studio Strike 


Representatives of Producers and 


Unions Get Together To Create 


Permanent Court for Settlement of Controversies—Plan Sub- 
mitted by Guy W. Currier 


NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—The formation 
of an arbitration board, consisting of five 
producer members and five union mem- 
bers, to settle the film strike imbroglio 
and to act as a permanent court in 
future controversies between both sides, 
as well as in the negotiation of wage 
scales, has been submitted as a likely 
solution of the situation by Guy W. Cur- 
rier, attorney, and is looked upon by both 
unions and film producers as a favorable 
step. 

At a meeting today the plan, calling 
for immediate organization of the board, 
was passed on by both unions and pro- 
ducers. A conference, as a result of this 
step, will be held tomorrow to negotiate 
a wage scale for studio employees favor- 
able to both sides. 

Currier, who drew up the instrument, 
is well known jin both labor and film 


circles. He organized the arbftration 
systems in the steel and railroad trades, 
which have worked out satisfactorily. 
His interest in the producer-union con- 
flict was inspired by the fact he is 
financially interested in film-booking of- 
fices, member of the Hays group. 
William F. Canavan, for the stage- 
hands; Joseph N. Weber, for the musi- 
cians; Charles E. Lessing, for the painte- 
ers and A. W. McIntyre, for the elece 
trical workers, signed the agreement to- 
day. William Hutchinson, for the car- 
penters, is expected to sign tonight, and 
the producers, including Nicholas 
Schenck, for Loew; Winfield Sheehan, for 
Fox; Sidney R. Kent, for Famous Play- 
ers; Richard A. Rowland, for First Na- 
tional, and Guy W. Currier, for F. B. O.;

$1,000,000 Net Profit in Year 
For Paramount Theater, N. Y. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—News reaching 
Broadway, via Wall street, is to the 
effect that the management of the new 
Paramount Theater is greatly surprised 
at the showing of the new house for the 
first week and has definitely placed the 
potential profits at $1,000,000 net for the 
coming year 

This figure is based on the $80,000 
gross for the first week, when a profit of 
$40,000 was made. Allowing for the 
novelty of the new theater to wear off 
shortly, the average gross is expected to 
be one-half of that taken in the first 
week, and, charging off $10,000 per week 
for renta] of the house to the subsidiary 
concern and a similar sum for film rental, 
presentations and other expenses, the net 
profit is placed at $20,000 per week, or 
about $1,000,000 per year. Exclusive of 
other film and office-space rentals, this 
adds $2 a year further earnings to the 
outstanding shares of stock. 

It is pointed out that the super-feature 
special, Old Ironsides, made at a cost of 
$2,000,000, will open there December 6, 
with a charge of $10 for the opening 


night. This is said to be one of the most 
ambitious pictures ever produced by 
Famous Players, rivaling The Ten Com- 
mandments in expense. 

Space is rapidly being sold in the new 
building, while a number of 21-year 
leases to high-class tenants of stores have 
been completed, not to mention the upper 
stories. It is estimated that Famous 
Players’ profits will be $6,500,000 this cur- 
rent year, which is nearly $1,000,000 above 
that of 1925. This amount does not in- 
clude profits from either the new Para- 
mount Theater or the Balaban & Katz 
holdings taken over last October. 

News reaching Broadway, straight 
from home-office circles, indicates that 
the corporation will move into the new 
quarters, where it will occupy six floors, 
with a reduced staff. A cut of one or two 
people at least is expected in all of the 
Famous Players and Publix Theaters de- 
partments. This is believed to be the 
minimum eut under consideration, and a 
good opportunity to make the usual 
house-cleaning gesture. e

Copyright Bill 
Coming Up Again 


Authors’ League A Measure To Be 
Presented for Approval of 
House and Senate 


NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—The Vestal 
Bill (H. R. 10434), also known as the 
Authors’ League Bill, backed by the 
American Society of Composers, Authors 
and Publishers, as well as by other 
interests, will again be presented in Con- 
gress when that body convenes next week 
to resume the interrupted session. 

The bill at present is in committee 
headed by Congressman Vestal of 
Indiana, an attorney who is considered 
well versed in copyright matters. The 
measure is in reality a revised edition 
of last year’s Perkins Bill, created by 
Thorvald Solberg, register of copyrights. 
The changes made since then have been 
mostly to meet various trade customs 
and usages now existing between those 
who create material subject to copyright 
and the buyers of such. 

A somewhat different status faces the 
Vestal Bill, since nearly all of the in- 
terests and organizations that were op- 
posed to the Perkins Bill are now sup- 
porting it. The revisions were made after 
many careful conferences between all 
concerned and efforts were made to 
eliminate as many objectionable features 
as possible without doing away with the 
original beneficial points. Nevertheless, 
there is still strong opposition to be met 
from some quarters, and the most im- 
portant is thought to be from the 
magazine publishers. They are against 
international copyright and automatic 
copyright. In accordance with the present

In Right To Oust N. Y. Local 


President Joseph N. Weber Sees Himself Fully Vindicated by New 
Decision of Higher Court, Which Is Unanimously in Favor 
Of American Federation 


NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—4Final decision of the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court, handed down yesterday, upheld the judgment against the Mutual Musical 
Protective Union in favor of the American Federation of Musicians, handed down 


April 4, 


1924, by Justice William Harmon Black. The former organization was 


suing the Federation for reinstatement as as a local in good standing. Samuel 


Untermeyer argued the appeal for the 
“outlawed” local and former Judge 
Samuel Seabury represented the A. F. M. 

The ousted union has been carrying 
the fight since 1921, when national presi- 
dent Joseph N. Weber, revoked the 
charter of the local known as No. 310. 
Mr. Weber, in an exclusive interview to a 
Billboard reporter, stated that the de- 
cision in his favor was a personal vindica- 
tion, particularly since the officers of 
the M. M. P. U. 310, had taken pains to 
attack him in vicious propaganda spread 
all over the country. He said that all 
the real issues were obscured during the 
last several years in an effort to show 
him in a misleading light. The ousted 
local, he pointed out, had been cast off 
because it deliberately took it upon itself 
to violate the by-laws of the A. F. M. 
Things had been going from bad to worse, 
according to Weber, and the break came 
in 1921 when the local refused to honor 
the regular A. F. M. transfer cards. With 
the refusal to accept out-of-town musi- 
cians with such cards, and the sub- 
sequent break, the local decided to show 
its strength and call a strike, wholly 
unent™orized by the parent organization. 
Th. ‘vas not successful and lasted about 
fiv . Vays. Thereupon Weber organized 
a rt w local for the city of New York 
called No, 802 and Edward Canavan was 
elected as chairman of the board. This 
recognized local took the place of the 
other and since has grown to a member- 
ship of 14,000. All but a few of the 
M. M. P. U. 310 also belong to 802. 

With the strike having been lost, Weber 
explained how he had to fight to get the 
old scale back again for the very mem- 
bers who brought disaster upon them- 
selves, and later got an increase over 
that price. In fact the sum of $1,709,000 
in additional money was procured for the 
men. 

The national president of the A. F. M. 
headed the list of respondents in the 
suit, which was unanimously affirmed 
as to the findings of the lower court. No 
opinion was written, except for a short 
order of the findings by Presiding 
Justice John Proctor Clarke. Costs of 
the appeal must be paid by the M. M. P. U, 
Had the dec'sion been otherwise, a 
chaotic condition might have arisen in 
all places where union musicians are oc- 
cupied in this city.

Macgowan Leaves Actors’ Theater 


NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—Kenneth Mac- 
gowan’s’ resignation as director of the 
Actors’ Theater has been accepted and 
he will be retired from further activities 
with the producing group after its re- 
vival of Beyond the Horizon opens at the 
Mansfield Theater tomorrow night. The 
board of directors, headed by Francis 
Wilson, are now negotiating with Guth- 
rie McClintic to succeed Macgowan, who, 
it is understood, will later resume his 
producing affiliations with Eugene 
O'Neill and Robert Edmond Jones. 

Macgowan’s ill health is the reason 
given out for the change in the Actors’ 
Theater directorship, but general opinion 
along Broadway fixes the cause on the 
many disagreements which are known to 
have taken place in the organization 
since the former Greenwich Village im- 
presario took over the reins, Neither 
side would talk today when interviewed 
by The Billboard. 

Alexander McHaig, Macgowan’s as- 
sistant, went out a few weeks ago, but 
the matter was kept quiet. It is now 
understood that Clara Weiss, publicity 
director for the Actors’ Theater, has 
tendered her resignation and will leave 
the organization within a few days.

Waltham. Mass., Federation Asks 
Mayor To Refuse Permits for 
“Sacred Concerts” 


WALTHAM, Mass., Nov. 27.—The fate 
of Sunday “sacred concerts” in Waltham 
is at stake in a battle that has split 
residents of the city into two factions 
and resulted in an open breach between 
Protestant churches and the city govern- 
ment. 

Charges of “commercializing Sunday 
and using the charity feature as a cloak 
to mask the breaking of God’s law” are 
contained in a_ statement issued by 
Franklin G. Woodward, chairman of the 
committee on public morals of the Wal]- 
tham Council of the Federation of 
Churches. The committee has called up- 
on Mayor Henry F. Beal, as the licensing 
authority, to decline to issue any further 
permits for the shows which ‘“‘commer- 
cialize Sunday.” In reply Mayor Beals 
says he is satisfied with the manner in 
which the Sunday concerts are conducted 
and shows no inclination to comply with 
the committee’s demands. 

The Mayor is supported by various 
benevolent organizations which have been 
conducting the Sunday concerts for the 
purpose of replenishing their charity 
funds. Fraternal Order of Eagles, thru 
its secretary, William F. Morris, 
points out that without the Sunday con- 
certs, run by the organization, its Christ- 
mas basket fund wou!d not be successful. 
On the other hand, the action of the 
committee of public morals is supported 
by all Protestant ministers in the city, 
who have affixed their signatures to a 
protest against the concerts.

NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—Joseph P. Bickerton, Jr., has accepted the post of 
arviter, to consummate motion picture right sales to leg'timate plays, under the 


condition that he is to receive a commission of 31%

in the new Dramatists’ Guild minimum 


besic agreement with the producing managers, . 


As had been generally expected along 
the Rialto, Bickerton was elected last 
week by an almost unanimous vote of 
both the playwrights and the managers 
concerned, and his acceptance was also 
a foregone conclusion, inasmuch as he 
was largely instrumental in drawing 


‘up the basic agreement and laying the 


plans for the creation of an arbiter. 
Altho his principal profession is the prac- 
tice of law, he has long been associated 
with the show business and has a large 
following in all branches of the profes- 
sion. 

In his new position Bickerton is to re- 
ceive 2% per cent commission on picture- 
right sales until his compensation amounts 
to $10,000, and thereafter he is to receive 
an additional 1 per cent on all sales, 
which really means that he is to receive 
2% per cent on anything over $400,000. 
The transactions over a period of a year 
run into a pretty string of figures. All 
expenses of the arbiter’s office are to be 
met, up to $5,000 per annum, by a guar- 
atee of the authors and managers. 
Since the work of drawing up the basic 
agreement was started an expense of 
$15,000 has been incurred, and this sum 
is also to be met by the writing and pro- 
ducing bodies. 

Bickerton is to continue his law prac- 
tice, and the headquarters of the arbiter 
is to be in his office at 220 West 42d 
street. He is limited to the three plays 
which he now has under contract as to 
his further activity as a producer while 
holding office as arbiter, however. 

As an attorney, Bickerton is personal 
counsel to James Forbes, Arthur Rich- 
man, Mercedes de Acosta and many others 
in the amusement world. He acted in 
the same capacity for A. L. Erlanger in 
the celebrated differences of the firm of 
Klaw & Erlanger, and was also personal 
counsel to William Harris, Sr., during 
his lifetime, and is now executor and 
trustee of his estate. He is, further, at- 
torney for the business of Henry W. 
Savage, William Harris, Jr.; Aarons & 
Freedley, and various other managers. 

Bickerton’s associations wth the thea- 
ter began when he was very young, man- 
aging the then popular Charlie Grapewin 
on the Stair & Havlin C'rcuit.

NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 28.—Police responding to a riot call prevented a possible 
joss of life at Loew’s State Theater here last night, when 200 Tulane University 
<yudents pelted Jack Wilson, headliner, with overripe fruits, vegetables and eggs, 
and later smashed the stage door to mob the artiste. 


Wilson was presenting his comedy re- 
yue with Walter Gault, Lillian Wagner 
and Willie Ward. On Thursday, after 
the Tulane football team had been de- 
feated by the L. S. U., Wilson, in his act, 


is alleged to have stated that he would 
eee the Salvation Army to arrange @ 
benefit for the Tulane team. 


On Saturday night the Tulane students 
rived at the theater in groups and 
naged to secure seats in the center

of the house. AS soon as Wilson came 
on the stage he made an apology in which 
he stated: “I would not hurt anyone's 
feelings for the world. It was all said 


in fun. If I have offended anyone, T 
want to apologize.” When the last word 
was spoken the bombardment began. 


Women screamed, children cried and the 
house was in a general uproar. Many 
started for the door, but were stopped 
by house police and ushers, A riot 


call was then turned in. 

During ‘the bombardment Wilson was 
hit several times and a house drop, 
valued at more than $500, was practically 
ruined Wilson, in a speech between 
pelts, asked the students to leave the 
theater and meet him at the stagedoor 
and vent their wrath on him personally. 

The 200 students rushed for the exits 
nd made their way for the stage en- 
trance. They attempted to batter down 
the stacedoor, but were repulsed by the 
tacehands, who feared that the students 


would wreck the stage and properties. 
This act. on the part of the stagehands 
prevented a possib'e loss of life and 
property, for it is almost certain that if 


the students had gained admission to 
the stage it would have created a panic 
among the audience. 

When Wilson and the other male ac- 
tors came to the door a fist fight ensued 
in which approximately 25 students re- 
ceived lacerations. Wilson received sev- 
eral blows and several of the stagehands 
are nurs ng bruises. 

The city is at present full of tourists, 
who pronounced the act as deplorable. 
Police are seeking the guilty persons and 
will make immediate arrests.

Eva Le Gallienne’s presentation of La 
Locandiera is a decided improvement 
over its four predecessors, but even so, 
the trite, old-fashioned vehicle can hard- 
ly hope to merit the approbation of mod- 
ern theatergoers. It bids to be fast 
moving at the onset, only to lose its ef- 
fectiveness by the continual reiteration of 
lines, the bui'ding of character appar- 
ently being the author’s paramount ob- 
ject. The resultant is the sacrifice of 
play interest. 

Miss Le Gallienne’s buoyant interpre- 
tation of the beguiling mistress of the 


inn, whose charm and knowledge of the 
ways of men enable her to twist them 
about her finger, is pleasing; but withal, 
the part offers her small opportunity to 
display her ability. Egon Brecher ca- 
pably handles the role of the confirmed 
woman-hater who meekly succumbs to 
the wiles of his hostess. An admirable 
performance of the miserly old Marquis 
is given by Sayre Crawley, but unfor- 
tunately it is upon his shoulders that 
Goldoni delights in placing the burden of 
his overcharacterization. Paul Leyssac’s 
portrayal of the dignified Count is as 
aristocratic as could be desired, and his 
diction is excellent thruout. The only 
glaringly discordant note in the per- 
formance is rendered by Beatrice Terry 
and Beatrice de Neergaard as the gold- 
digging actresses. They both indulge in 
coarse burlesque, punctuating their work 
with screeches and horseplay which 
conld very well be dispensed with. It is 
recrettable that Miss Terry’s intrinsic 
ability, displayed in other presentations 
of the Civic Repertory, is hidden by the 
assienment of an unsuitable role. Alan 
Birmingham is convincing as the sulky 
Fabrizio, and Barlowe Borland is the 
ideal manservant. 

Miss Le Gallienne has done all that 
could be expected with the piece which 
she had to direct and has brought out 
the few real comedy scenes to advan- 
tage. Gladys FE. Calthrop has designed 
the simple settings with good effect, and 
her costumes are particularly suitable and 
pleasing. ROBERT G. KENNEY

New Influx of English Acts 
Destined During Coming Year 


Conditions Said To Be Very Unfavorable in Britain for Home 


Acts, Who Seek Outside 


Bookings—16 Weeks in 


Europe for American Artistes 


NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—Influx of English vaudeville acts is destined to be on 
a larger scale than aver within the coming year, according to leading international 
ogents, who see nothing but discouraging conditions at home for the British actors. 
The present number of English artistes in this country is said to be the largest in 
theatrical history. This, however, does not confine itself to vaudeville, but all branches 


of the amusement field, 

Reports coming into local offices in- 
dicate wholesale bookings of English acts 
in South African theaters, the price scale 
averaging £80 there for an act that 
ordinarily receives £100 pounds at home. 
Formerly this situation was more or less 
reversed, especially since an act loses two 
weeks each way while traveling. Book- 
ing engagements are running about 10 
weeks, exclusive of time the act is en 
route. 

Good English acts usually fare very 
well here, according to A. E. Johnson, of 
Johnson & Lowenstein, who is booking 
such offerings for Pantages Circuit, be- 
cause they always have a certain amount 
of finish, in back of which is at least six 
months’ endeavor as to all new material. 
This contrasts with the American style 
of frequently rushing a new act into a 
big-time house after one or two break-in 
dates and a showing for the bookers. 
English artistes always pay great atten- 
tion to their diction, which is another 
reason set forth by Mr. Johnson for their 
popularity with both manager and patron. 

Bookings of American acts for Europe 
are more numerous than ever, according 
to Johnson, whose firm has many attrac- 
tions playing abroad. There is ap- 
proximately 16 weeks’ work there for 
American artistes, but the money is not 
quite as much as they would deem en- 
tirely satisfactory. As a rule an act gets 
six weeks’ work in and around London 
now, ‘with four weeks each in Hamburg, 
Berlin and Paris. In Berlin the Winter 
Garden and Scala Theater continue to 
play strong opposition, and a good Ameri- 
ean act is always assured four weeks 
from one or the other. 

Judging particularly by the Empire, 
Paris, which Johnson also books, and the 
Champs Elysees in the same city, clever 
women singles and comedy men are much 
in demand. The tourist patronage at 
these houses in season is so great that 
talking and singing acts are now wel- 
comed instead of names, physical comedy 
attractions and so-called dumb acts ex- 
clusively, The two Berlin theaters are 
fast coming into the same category. 
Nearly all American acts” considered 
worth while booking abroad have scored 
absolute hits. Nevertheless, much money 
is not forthcoming. The only advantage 
is the fact that the good time to play 
abroad is between May and September, 
during the tourist season there, which is 
equivalent to the slack season here 

The present status of big-time bookings 
of foreign acts is a peculiar one, inas- 
much as the acts may book direct or 
thru. Reeves & Lamport, representing

One Christmas Week, Another in 
February — K.-A. Makes 
$2,000,000 Deal 


NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—Definite dates 
have been set for the opening of two 
F. F. Proctor theaters, which are rapidly 
nearing completion. The new house in 
Schenectady will open Christmas week 
with a gala holiday inaugural bill booked 
thru the Keith-Albee Exchange. <A fea- 
ture picture will also be part of the 
policy. 

The F. F. Proctor East 86th Street 
Theater will not open until February 7 
and this tentative date will not bef 
changed unless some last-minute develop- 
ment makes the change necessary. This 
Is to be one of the most pretentious of 
the neighborhood theaters in this city 
and will rival in modern equipment the 


Albee in Brooklyn and the Fordham. 
Capacity will be 3,200 and the policy 
continuous vaudeville with a feature 


film. The structure also includes a large 
office building, while the theater will 
have the benefit of a corner site with 
two different entrances. 

Another Keith-Albee theater deal took 
place last week when a lease involving 
$2,000,090 was signed in New Rochelle, 
N. Y., on a structure not yet completed. 
The big house being built in that city, at 
Main street and Center avenue, has been 
taken over at a yearly rental of $100,000 
by K.-A. from the George Backer, Inc. 
The house will seat over 3,000 and open 
early in 1927. Maurice Goodman, general 
counsel, and Senator J. Henry Walters 
acted for the vaudeville exchange. 


Odd Dates for Loftus 
Before Pantages Tour 


NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—Cecilia (Cis- 
sie) Loftus, in her debut this week on the 
Pantages Time in Toronto, makes her 
first appearance in this country under a 
different banner from the K.-A. and 
affiliated circuits. She will fill in two 
consecutive open weeks of her current 
engagement with dates for Loew and 
Comerford. Miss Loftus has been booked 
by the Amalgamated Vaudeville Agency, 
Inc., for Wilkes-Barre and Scranton the 
week of December 13, opening December 
20, at the State Theater, here, for a 
single week’s Loew stand. 

Following the State engagement, Miss 
Loftus will leave for the West, where 
she is slated to resume for Pantages 
January 1 in either Spokane or Minne- 
apolis. She is under the direction of 
Riley Brothers, who arranged the 
Pantages and Amalgamated dates, 
the single Loew engagement having 
been booked thru Harry A. Shea, evidently 
thru a reciprocity agreement with the 
Riley Brothers’ office. Miss Loftus, 
in agreeing to the Loew date, probably 
sets a record as the only international 
celebrity of her type who will have played 
for three major circuits in a two-month 


period. She was the mainstay of the 
Palace, New York, all-English bill sev- 


eral weeks ago. 

While the K.-A. folk paid Miss Loftus 
a top salary for her most recent appear- 
ances, the Pantages Cireuit engagement 
and her single week on the Amalgamated 
will net her an average of $1,500, aside 
from recognized cuts at certain stands. 


Orpheum, St. Louis, 
To Change Policy 


ST. LOUIS, Nov. 29.—The first Or- 
pheum house to go into a continuous 
policy, cutting the vaudeville program 
and adding feature pictures, will be the 
Orpheum here, It starts the new policy 
next Sunday, using six acts instead of 
the customary eight. 

The house will not play three shows 2 
day, however, except on Sundays, stay- 
ing to the regular two-a-day during the 
week.

Tan and Orake, man and woman, 
Japanese acrobats, have an act replete 
with thrills. The man deftly balances a 
high metal ladder on his feet, while his 
partner on a top platform performs on 
the trapeze, does an iron-jaw act and 
juggles a barrel, all of which evokes con- 
siderable applause. 

Dolly Dumplins, a youthful-looking co- 
medienne, offered songs and impres- 
sions, which got over in good shape. Her 
best is a tough girl song and dance.

The Five Lelands, a troupe of tumblers, 
offer a repertoire of stunts, all fair, 
but not a single one of which is nov-! 
enough to click the turn up to a high 
level. There are four men and a buxom 
girl, who is featured in two. stunts, bai- 
ancing and carry:ng a pair of he 
colleagues in each Two of the smaller 
chaps are in bellhop attire. Both are 
juggled about quite gracefully by the 
other three stuntsters. The pair are 
good in the floor \stunts, one chap going 
in for dizzy head spins on the floor. 

Frank Whitman is a novelty fiddl>r, 
opening his turn with playing his instru- 
ment in contortionist positions, even us- 
ing his teeth to guide the bow in one of th: 
Dits. He interpolates the various freak- 
playing bits with arid humor, stuff that 
goes over one out of three times. Whit- 
man also plays the fiddle, using playing 
cards, a match and a hip-pocket botth 
as bows. He closes with a medley of 
folk selections, offering characteristic 
steps as an accompaniment. A fairly 
good novelty turn, tho inadequate from 
a musical standpoint. 

Babcock and Dolly, a mixed team, zot 
over easily, due to the man’s. wise- 
cracking remarks anent Dolly, who is in 
the character of a Parisian vamp. The 
old hoke here in dialog, but Babcock ‘s 
a corking acrobatic comic Hs abrupt 
stiff falls and knockabout tactics help 
the act to run smoothly over the many 
dull spots. His ragamuffin stepping bit 
was unusually well received 

Lubin, Laurie and Mandy, two men in 
tan and blackface, and a shapely girl in 
tan getup. offer a comedy turn pract cal 
ly built around the black-face chap.

Gene Tunney, who closed, reveals 
himself as a pleasant enough individual, 
appear'ng in the opening of his turn 
with a glib youngster, Charles Marsh, 
who acts as sponsor, announcer and 
feeder of obvious gags. Tunney seemed 
slightly self-conscious at the start, but 
got into the stride before long. He dis- 
cussed various phases of the champion- 
ship bout, h’s remarks stimulated by 
Marsh's artificial interview patter. The 
champ’s enucation js really excellent 
and his manner quite polished, showing 
that press agents sometimes tell the 
truth. After an eight-minute formal ap- 
pearance Tunney appears in a full stage 
(cyes.) setting, taking on, in turn, two 
sparring partners. Marsh laps over the 
dress ng interlude with a well-delivered 
vocal bit The sparring exhibition is 
quite peppy, the champ giving and re- 
ceiving honest-to-goodness clouts Tun- 
ney looks like unusually good vaudeville 
material, His reception appeared natu- 
rally enthusiastic and histurn, aside from 
its “name” value, proved quite enter- 
taining, ELIAS SUGARMAN.

The show is considerably below the 
averag It is badly built, slow, lacking 
in comedy and with two flash acts. 

Eugene Costello, “a dance flash,” 
without much flash, opened the show to 
an indifferent reception. Costello is 
assisted by Helen Dobbin, his dance part- 
ner, and Rita Romero, Helen Gorman 
and Kay Willis. The double dance num- 
bers are executed nicely, but have little 


punch, often seeming amateurish. Speed 
is also lacking in the act.

They do not sell their raterial any too 
well, but sing much more divertingty. 
A comic dance at the finish, with one 
of the lads doubling for a female im- 
personation bit, proved original and 
funny, but was all too short. 

Ernie Golden and his Hotel McAlpin 
Orchestra of 20 men had a difficult time 
making a showing here in spite of an 
interesting program of numbers and 
novelties. Golden’s band features the 
less slam-bang type of number and, tn 
two instances, uses scenes at the back 
to ‘‘lustrate the numbers. Lighting 
effects of clouds and other objects were 
particularly poor at the afternoon show. 
Golden's piano solo failed to score the 
wav it should and the orchestra con- 
fined itself to one encore. 

Robey and Gould plied the audience 
with a collection of commonplace things 
in the amusement line, by Andy Rice, 
called “Education Will Out”. It hardly 
did in this case. Most of the gags are 
timeworn and not we'l put across. The 
manner of “feed'ng”’, accompanied by 
much stamping of the feet and loud 
laughter, always affected, does not oper- 
ate toward helping the act much. This 
was one of the weakest next-to-closing 
turns the Hippodrome has ever had. 

A pretentious, beautifully staged Span- 
ish flash, with attractive setting, gorge- 
ous costumes and last, but not least, 
high-class entertainment, embracing sing- 
ing, dancing and instrumental specialties, 
brought the proceedines to a halt.

The billing referring to the terrier as 
an “intellectual bull dog—a rare display 
of canine intelligence” is far from being 
mere exaggeration. A rather portly 
gentleman does a few words by way of 
announcement and Snoozer arrives in the 
person of a well-groomed brindle with 
rhinestone collar. Thereafter the dog 
does a remarkable routine, carrying out 
orders and: commands as tho he actually 
were a human being. It is more like a 
well-trained pony or seal act so many 
are the accomplishments of the dog. 
The opening bit is comparatively ordi- 
nary, the dog feigning illness, eta, and 
jumping to his feet when his master asks 
if a doctor is in the house. Subsequently 
he counts numbers by barking, and later 
adding them. He sneezes, shakes his 
head for either yes or no, wags his tail 
either way, fast or slow, with increasing 
or decreasing momentum, just as 
ordered. He tips a chair over or part 
way, notwithstanding a rapid-fire series 
of conflicting orders, which make him 
hesitate and change his mind every sec- 
ond. In connection with the chair the 
dog releases himself by slipping his col- 
lar over his head when chained, goes 
to the chair which he tips over, returns 
to the collar and slips his head back into 
it again. 

Toward the close an unbilled woman 
comes on with a pretty white cat and 
the dog kisses and playfully fights with 
the feline. Also, he crosses his legs, 
either right or left, desp'te quick con- 
flicting orders. The man announces 
that the whip has never been used in 
training the dog and shows that Snoozer 
has no fear of the whip whatsoever, nor 
did the cat show any signs of being 
afraid of it. There are numerous other 
tricks, including that of hunting out the 
various musicians in the orchestra. 
There are many laughs in the routine, 
which we hear is changed at almost 
every show. At the finish the dog grabs 
the remaining props and carries them 
to the wings and takes his bows like 
an oldtimer.

To prove 
that the helmet she wears affords little 
protection she takes it off and crumples 
it in her hand, Another trick, tho more 
or less standard, is performed with the 
elephant walking over the girl's body 
with the greatest care so as to avoid 
stepping on her. He does this with the 
expression on his face suggesting the 
feeling he knows he’d get killed or some- 
thing if he made a misstep. 

The act carries two men assistants, in 
Indian attire, who lend atmosphere to it.

Following some 
clever cross-fire patter the stage lights 
are snapped on. inasmuch as they are 
before an inn the girl decides to eat, and 
despite the very low voice in which the 
man calls the waiter the latter quickly - 
appears. While waiting for the food the 
man takes out several bottles of liquor 
from the front of radiator, and during the 
drinking session a cop appears, with the 
man pretending he is cleaning his coat 
with the liquid. They start home with 
the girl driving with the aid of an in- 
struction book and the man seated in 
the rear. He starts drinking from a 
can of gasoline and as each drop hits 
his stomach an explosion is heard. The 
girl finally starts the car, but it falls 
apart, leaving the man sitting on the 
seat in the middle of the stage, while 
she continues on her merry way. 

The skit js funny, and while it does 
not shape up as big time it is sufficiently 
entertaining to hold its own well in the 
med‘um-time houses.

This fast-moving acrobatic turn is 
offered by a quartet, apparently a father, 
two sons and a daughter. The bulk of 
topmounting evolves upon the smallest 
of the lot, a youth tucked out in shirt- 
waist and _ knickerbockers. This boy 
when reviewed was applauded vocifer- 
ously for each stunt, the trifling ones 
being recelved with as much enthusiasm 
as the heavier bits, proving that those 
who staged the offering know their 
vaudeville when they insist that the 
little fellow play off as an infant 
prodigy. 

The boy is balanced by his hands on 
two long poles held by the older man.

The older boy’s forte is flip- 
flops and cartwheels, performed in rapid- 
fire style. In one bit the two boys are 
standing on a four-foot-high platform, 
the smaller one being thrown from the 
other’s shoulders to the father the floot 
below. The landing is a hand-to-hand 
catch, The highlight bit is a jump by 
the little fellow from the shoulders of 
the girl thru a paper drum and into the 
outstretched hands of the father. The 
balancing of the two boys by the man 
closes the proceedings. 

The turn is brimful of action and al- 
ways certain of a good hand, with the 
youngster in the school-boy attire doing 
his stuff.

“But I won’t do a Brodie with 
Stole My Dream? I’m young and sus- 
ceptible enough to think I have a hit 
number and will release and exploit it 
and squeeze every nickel from it. No 
farmer will take another load of my hay 
away to ditch it.”

Bert Bernard, former cocomique to 


Stone, after several seasons in other fields 


of theatricals, has rejoined Stone with 
the inimitable Bernard putty nose, cuS- 
tomed tailored eccentric Dutch char- 


acterization, for a series of clever and 
clean comedy bits, singing and dancing 
in scenes, and a specialty that included 
uke and harmonica playing with Minerva 
Marsh. 

Jimmy Burns, a _ clean-cut, classy- 
clothed singing and dancing juvenile, 
supplementing a choe-skating dance, ap- 
peared to good advantage in numbers and 
distinguished himself admirably as a wop 
character actor par excellence in a scene 
with Stone. 

Sylvia Pearl, a marceled-waved, per- 
sonally attractive ingenue prima donna, 
aided materially in scenes and stood out 
distinctly in an illustrated song singing 
specialty, single, and in a number with 
Straight Scanlon, likewise leading num- 
bers. 

Minerva Marsh, a pretty petite, bob- 
brunet soubret, was there with personality 
and pep aplenty as a singing and dancing 
soubret, who has mastered the art of 
twirling a drum major staff dexterously. 

Margie Austin, ever-smiling bob-blonde 
with a slender, shapely form, led num- 
bers effectively as an ingenue-soubret, 
and sang in harmony with Soubret Marsh 
in several numbers. 

Stone and Burns handled the Yama 
Yama street singing songs for encores. 

Straight Scanlon, in a duet with en- 
trancing Etta, aroused the jealousy of 
Musical Director Harry Silbert until Sil- 
bert injected himself into an _  inter- 
polated duet with Etta and a serio-comic 
dialog that evoked laughter and applause 
aplenty. 

In the closing number a pretty bob- 
brunet stepped out of line and proved 
title to vocalist par excellent worthy of 
advancement. 

The chorus is above the average in 
talent and ability, singing in harmony and 
dancing in unison vivaciously in all the 
ensembles. 

Taking the presentation in its entirety, 
it was the best production and presenta- 
tion of clean comedy and musical en- 
sembles that we have seen at the Star 
this season. 


Minsky Brothers’ 
National Winter Garden Stock 
Company 


The Minsky Brothers are being her- 
alded far and wide as the only known 
operators of a burlesque theater playing 
to $2.20 top at every evening perform- 
ance. 

To those unfamiliar with the Minsky 
Brothers’ methods it may appear pre- 
posterous to expect patrons to pay that 
price for an evening’s presentation, but 
to those visiting the National Winter 
Garden frequently and seeing the pres- 
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entations it is not only logical but prac- 
tical. 

There are few, if any, burlesque houses 
better conducted than the National 
Winter Garden. There are two box of- 
fices in operation at every performance, 
two special officers in attendance to keep 
order in the lineup of patrons, two eleva- 
tors that carry the patrons to the Winter 
Garden floors above the ground. 

Barney Kelly, manager, and Sidney 
May, assistant manager of the Garden, 
are always in evidence behind the ticket 
takers to see that patrons are properly 
seated by the usherettes. The Minsky 
Brothers have given Tom Bundy full 
authority backstage to produce and pre- 
sent, and Bundy has issued an impera- 
tive order prohibiting anyone but mem- 
bers of the company backstage during 
performances; therefore, there is little 
or no gossip with its attendant missing 
of cues. Changes in cast are infrequent 
at the Garden, for once set the cast re- 
mains intact indefinitely. 

Since our last review, Fred Ross has 
exited and been succeeded by Harry 
Bernard, and George Broadhurst has been 
added to the already large cast of 
comiques. 


There has been a notable change in 
choristers, few of the old-time favorites 
appearing in the lineup at the time of 
our review. 


We have reviewed several burlesque 
shows in which the choristers were 
notable for their youth, beauty, talent 
and ability, but never have we seen them 
as young in ensemble as we did at the 
Winter Garden on the night of our re- 
view, singing in harmony, dancing in 
unison and stepping out of line frequently 
to do single and double singing and danc- 
ing specialties. 


When we commended the Minskys on 
their selectior of choristers they explained 
that for the most part they were re- 
cruited from a well-known dancing school 
and received a minimum salary of $35 
weekly. 

The cast now includes George Broad- 
hurst, Billy Wallace, Jack Shutta and 
Harry Bernard, comiques; Ray Paine, 
straight man; Joe Devlin, character man; 
Hallie Dean, Eva LaMont, Billie Rose 
Carson, Estelle (Arab) Nack, Cecil Reed, 
Bobby Pegrim and Chubby Drisdale. 

Jessie Rece, prima donna, does not ap- 
pear in any of the scenes, but comes to 
the front before a silken drape for a 
singing specialty that includes several 
selections and, in the finale of the first 
part, in a Russian scene a la operatic 
prima, in which she equals many prims 
of Broadway and excels most prims of 
burlesque.

Equity’s Stand on the Amusement Tax 

Equity is very glad indeed that the 
different interests in the theater are going 
to present a united front in an effort to 
repeal the amusement tax. This is what 
we have been trying to bring about for 
several years. 

A war tax on amusements is an 
anomaly. The war has been over for 
eight years, and yet we, the richest coun- 
try in the world, continue to exact tribute 
from the theater in an annoying and un- 
fair way. We say “unfair”, because it is 
discriminatory. If there were a tax on 
sales, on everything the public buys, we 
should say nothing, but why pick on the 
theater for special taxation? 

During the war the Government de- 
clared the theater an “essential indus- 
try’. We cannot see how it can be less 
in times of peace. To tax an essential 
industry is illogical. 

Advanced thinkers believe that amuse- 
ment is as necessary to the average hu- 
man as exercise or vacations. Much of 
the lassitude of the “tired business man” 
drops away when he goes to the theater. 
In 1917 and 1918 President Wilson found 


-there a refuge from his many anxieties. 


At the time of the last tax revision 
Equity worked very hard to secure the 
repeal of the amusement tax. It entered 
into an arrangement with the managers 
by which, in most of the theaters in New 
York and in many outside, the actors ad- 
dressed the audiences between the acts; 
petitions were then circulated in front, 
signed and sent to Washington. A more 
hearty support of this plan could not have 
failed to bring better results, but now 
let us all get together and show the Gov- 
ernment that in, requesting a repeal we 
have justice on our side as well as the 
wishes of the people.

“GENERAL COMMENTS—I am glad 
to report that Equity is stronger in the 
Southwest than it has ever been. This 
statement may be proven by the fact that 
I left 7 companies 100 per cent paid up 
to May 1, 1927, before the first of October. 
“A company in the Southwest is gener- 
ally rated according to whether or not it 
is an Equity company; in other words, 
nearly every manager who has a worth- 
while company insists upon having an 
Equity company. This does not mean 
that there are not two or three worth- 
while managers still out of the fold, but 
it does mean that Equity cannot sign up 
a company whose manager demands that 
the male members of the cast assist in 
putting up and tearing down the tent. 
Such things may be done voluntarily, but 
they must not be one of the rules of the 
show. 


“In conclusion, I wish to express my 
thanks to Mr. Gillmore and the Council 
for having granted permission which made 
it possible for me to visit the above com- 
panies, thus giving me an opportunity to 
gain much valuable information. 

“To the managers and their companies 
I wish to express sincere thanks for the 
wonderful treatment accorded me, and for 
their unswerving loyalty to our wonder- 
ful organization, whose motto (One for 
all and all for one) is being practiced 
thruout the Southwest.”

Definition of Juvenile Member 

In defining the status of a juvenile 
member, the Council has ruled that any- 
one who is under 14 years of age comes 
in that class and does not have to pay 
an initiation fee. If he continues on the 
stage until the age of 18, he must then 
pay $10, which is the initiation fee of 


junior members. After two years he be- 
comes a senior member, according to the 
rules already laid down governing this 
class. Of course, even tho a juvenile 
member pays no initiation fee, yet he 
must pay dues. 

ACTORS’ EQUITY ASSOCIATION. 


Chorus Equity Assn. 


Twenty-seven new members joined the 
Chorus Equity last week. 

We are holding checks in settlement of 
claims for Andrew Forrest and William 
Perloff. 

Chorus members of one of the Student 
Prince companies have just received pay 
for four days’ overtime rehearsal with 
that company. As more than 50 per 
cent of the company had been with the 
production the previous season they were 
entitled to pay after the third week of 
rehearsal. One or two of the members 
of this chorus complained of the delay 
in receiving their money. It is un- 
fortunate that there are members who 
seem to lose their reasoning power 
where the association is concerned. In 
the first place no management is going 
to pay on our demand without first tn- 
vestigating statements made by the mem- 
bers who are placing the claim. In the 
second place the members of this par- 
ticular chorus had disobeyed a rule of 
Equity in that they did not report at 
headquarters the day that they began 
rehearsals. 

It happens, in this case, that the man- 
agement did not dispute the date. Had 
they done so it would have been neces- 
sary to arbitrate and we would have had 
no record in our office of the first day 
of rehearsal. You expect the protection 
of Equity; if you are to get it you must 
obey the rules laid down for your pro- 
tection. 

Furthermore, it probably hasn't oce- 
curred to the complaining members, who 
have now been paid, that 10 years ago 
they might have rehearsed 16 weeks 
without pay, instead of three. And they 
wouldn't have had any claim to place. 

It is your right to complain if you 
don’t get results within a reasonable 
time, but be sure the time is reason- 
able. 

Your contract calls for salary to ve 
paid on or before Saturday night of each 
week for that week. If your salary is 
not paid you should notify Equity your- 
self at once. Don't leave such notifica- 
tion for some one else to do for you. 
You aren’t going to let someone else 
collect your salary. 

Two companies this fall have over- 
looked this rule—with a certain amount 
of unpleasantness resulting from the 
neglect. Both the Daring Duchess and 
the Dearest Enemy companies allowed 
the management to get weeks back wm 
salary with no notification to the asso- 
ciation. 


A bond is never placed for more than 
two weeks’ salary. If the company is 
in very bad condition frequently some 
of that bond has to be used for return 
transporation. When you accept the 
manager's I. O. Us. your bond is your 
only real guarantee of collection. When 
you accept those I. O. Us. over a period 
of several weeks you can be sure that 
the bond will not be sufficient to meet 
them. 

A manager who cannot pay a week's 
salary due on Saturday night will be 
even less able to pay two weeks’ salary 
due the following Saturday night. 

The constitution gives your executive 
committee power to suspend you for 
breaking any clause of the contract. [t

is quite within the power of the asso- 


ciation to suspend you for continuing 
to work when you have not been paid 
in accordance with the contract and when

Chorus people are too apt to follow 
blindly in any deci ions that the pri: 
pals may make. Your problems are not 
always the same as those of.the princi- 
pals. When your company is in troubk 
ask your association for advice. 

Members holding cards good to Novem- 
ber 1, 1926, owe $6 to May 1, 1927. Those 
members who are working do not have 
30 days’ grace to December 1. In ac- 
cordance with the terms of their con- 
tracts they must be in good standing on 
November 1.

to employ a crew of three men. a road 
call has been issued against the Luna 
Theater, Logansport, Ind. It becomes 
effective December 6 and will prevent 
the management of the house from play- 
ing road attraction carrying union men. 

The Luna Theater lately has been 
devoted to road shows. By the yellow 
report cards for traveling members the 
union discovered the house was operating 
with two men instead of the necessary 
three. 


THE CALL aganst the Strand Theater, 
Hudson Falls, N. Y., in the jurisdiction 
of the Glens Falls local, has been lifted, 
the International Alliance reports, and 
union men have been reinstated. The 
management of the house had refused to 
accede to an increase granted members 
of the Glens Falls local and suffered a 
walkout on October 22.

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Moviegoers Like Silence 


Thomas A. Edison, some six months 
ago, made the prediction that talking 
motion pictures would not be popular. 
His argument was that movie fans like 
the silent drama for the very reason 
that it is silent. 

Since Edison made these statements 
the Vitaphone has come. along. It is 
too early yet to appraise the popularity 
of this invention, but there are indica- 
tions that Edison knew what he was 
‘talking about. 

There is a great deal in favor of the 
contention that theatergoers like the 
restful quiet of the movie theater as it 
is now—that is, when patrons don’t get 
to talking about their personal affairs 
or indulge in nonsensical chattering. 

Of course, Edison may have been do- 
nothing more than projecting a 
‘oint which emanated from the fact 
he is addicted to silence himself— 
which, incidentally, keeps him from hear- 
ing a lot of things not worth hearing 
and which only serve to distract at- 
tention. 

Nevertheless, the principle can be ap- 
plied quite generally. A great many 
persons need silence just as much as 
Edison needs it, for the sake of nerves 
as well as for the encouragement of 
meditation. Few persons, however, ever 
stop to think of this. 

Then the totally silent drama is an 
excellent antidote for radio, which, be- 
ing all sound and no sight, requires 
some kind of an opposite by way of 
balance. 

If speaking films and visible radio 
both should achieve practical form, 
where will the public go for relaxation 
and change?

Public Spirit 


Whenever you come across a stock 
company with a record of consistent suc- 
cess behind it you are sure to find that 
the organization is being directed by a 
man who not only knows how to get 
a bunch of people together and rehearse 
them, but also has the ability to properly 
exploit his players on a sound basis. 

The soundest basis for this exploita- 
tion is the kind that exhibits a certain 
amount of public spirit. 

Showmen who work solely on the 
principle of going after all they can 
rake in, without giving out a fraction 
more than they have to, may get by 
for a while, but the chances of ultimate 
and lasting success are 99 to 1 against 
them. 

Among the outstanding examples of 
proper public spirit and the advantages 
to be derived thereby is the case of E. 
B. Coleman, manager of the Honey 
Bunch Company, now playing its sec- 
ond contented season at the Phillips 
Theater, Orlando, Fla. — 

Coleman ‘is a booster for Orlando. 
He is a booster for Florida. Thru the 
medium of his company and the pub- 
licity promoted by him for his company 
he is helping to advertise Florida far 
and wide. 

And Florida, in turn, boosts and ad- 
vertises the Coleman organization. 

The ideas employed by Coleman are 
big ones. The latest that has .come to 
notice is a special Honey Bunch sec- 
tion of 16 pages in the Sunday edition 
of The Orlando Reporter-Star. This 
special section carries, along with num- 
erous advertising tieups, many photo- 
graphs, biographies and stories of and 
by Coleman and his players. 

An item of particular interest among 
the contents of the Honey Bunch sec- 
tion is a testimonial from the Orange 
County Chamber of Commerce, in ad- 
dition to one from the Orlando Cham- 
ber of Commerce, duly setting forth the 
acknowledgment that “Manager Bill 
Coleman and his Honey Bunch Com- 
pany are the most public spirited theat- 
rical people ever known here. They 
have proven themselves enthusiastic co- 
wotkers in the civic development of 
Orange County.” 


Censoring Plays 


Now that the Citizens’ Play Jury is 
admitted to be a fizzle, the possibility 
of legal censorship is casting its shadow 
along Broadway. 

Citizens and civic bodies, astounded 
at the recent failure of a play jury to 
ban the production of The Captive, are 
bombarding the city officials with pro- 
tests demanding the withdrawal of the 
drama in spite of the play jury’s action. 

This would seem to indicate that the 
public places little value on the judg- 
ment, and has even less respect for the 
authority, of such things as citizens’ 
play juries. Hence the appeal to legalized 
authority. 

Legal censorship has one big point 
in its favor. It is final. Whatever the 
decision may be, it holds. 

The experience with the play jury 
system so far has shown that the de- 
cision arrived at by a dozen persons can 
be just as unsatisfactory as the de- 
cision of an individual. 

There always will be two sides to an 
argument, and questionable plays are 
bound to have plenty of supporters as 
well as objectors. So, in handing down 
a ruling on disputed productions, the 
authority for such action must be vested 
in a person or body whose decision ad- 
mits of no appeal. 

It is not as difficult as some persons 
make it out to determine the dividing 
line between desirable and undesirable 
public entertainment. In case of doubt, 
the safest course—and the most effec- 
tive one for the general good—would 
be to ban anything that would be con- 
sidered plainly vulgar, profane or in 
any way offensive to three out of ten 
persons. 

The percentage is fair enough. Con- 
sidering how quickly contamination 


spreads, any play that is capable of put- 
ting bad ideas into even as few as one 
out of five theatergoers ought to be 
stopped in the interests of public wel- 
fare. 

Let the art theaters dabble with 
“realism”, let writers who must give ex- 
pression to morbid, erotic, perverted or 
sensational thoughts confine themselves 
to these secluded centers, and let the 
limited number who seek such entertain- 
ment gratify their desires without drag- 
ging in a lot of innocent bystanders. 

Reference has been made at various 
times to the one-man censorship em- 
ployed in Boston. John Casey, of the 
mayor's office, is the man. He inspects 
the shows, usually before they reach 
Boston, and puts his o. k, on them or 
orders them changed as he sees fit. 
There is nothing arbitrary about his 
method, and his decisions never cause 
any disputes. The system is quiet and 
effective. It benefits the theaters in the 
long run. 

New York must come to one of two 
things—unless it expects to centralize 
itself even more than at present and 
pass up entirely the possibilities for 
clean productions on the road. It must 
either institute an autocratic censorship, 
or prevail upon producers to cure the 
evil at the source by not putting on any 
more objectionable plays, 

Of the two courses, the latter is by 
far the most desirable. 


Dyspeptic Reviewers 


The theatrical business ought to in- 
stitute a system of some kind that 
would require all dramatic critics to sub- 
mit to a physical examination before 
entering a theater to review a show, the 
purpose of this examination being to 
determine whether the critic is in a 
normal condition, especially as pertains 
to his digestive organs, to properly ab- 
sorb and enjoy a theatrical perform- 
ance. 

A brief stethoscope inspection would 
be sufficient, and the reviewers who do 
not pass the examination would be 
obliged to either turn the assignment 
over to a qualified substitute or add a 
postscript to their review so that the 
reading public would be guided accord- 
ingly. 

This may sound rather frivolous, but 
at that it isn’t half as bad as some 
of the foolishness indulged in by 
dyspeptic reviewers. Here is a recent 
sample of one of the fatuous outbursts, 
perpetrated at the expense of a well- 
known stock company: 

A few words tell the story of what 
happened at the... Theater Sunday 
when ... was presented by ... Players. 

The huge audience was  plentifully 
entertained, but none was thrilled, The 
plot is amazingly simple, and moves 
ajJong with such gentle obviousness that 
only the ever-present comedy of the act- 
ing prevents one from drifting into a 
pleasant sleep. 

The prolog is especially effective in 
introducing the play. 

The lighting was imperfect at times, 
giving the production an amateurish 
flavor. 

The usual favorites did not disap- 
point their followers. 

The audience applauded as usual upon 
the entrance of each individual player, 
thereby spoiling each individual entrance, 
as usual. 

The play is astonishingly unimportant, 
and for this reason ought to be seen. 

Why do critics, or would-be critics, 
write such meaningless junk? Why do 
newspapers print it? If it possessed at 
least the saving grace of a little wit or 
cleverness, there would be some reason 
for serving it to the public. But this 
blurb is no more witty than it is in- 
telligent. It neither informs nor helps 
anyone. All it does is to let out the 
super-ego of a reviewer who affects 
the attitude of a much superior in- 
dividual. 

Yet there are cities wondering why 
they don’t get good stock companies 
and good road shows. 

One big reason there are not more 
and better dramatic productions is be- 
cause there are not better dramatic 
critics. 


Women and the Theater 


Results of various theatrical and 
moving picture contests conducted by 
newspapers thruout the country in re- 
cent months, show that approximately 
90 per cent of the replies come from 
women, 

The reason is ascribed by some edi- 
tors to the fact that men have less time 
and perhaps less inclination to fool 
around with contests of this kind. 

This is just partly true. The mere 
matter of time will not prevent a man 
from doing a thing if his inclination to 
do it is strong enough, and this applies 
to theatrical contests as well as any- 
thing else. 

The deduction, then, is that men do 
not take their theater as seriously or as 
sentimentally—yes, sentimentally is the 
word—as the women do. 


It is generally the woman, anyway, 
who chooses the entertainment. They 
may let mere maa think he is doing the 
picking, but the only time he really 
does so is when his choice happens to 
be the same. 


So womankind is the great supporter 
of the theater, just as she often is de- 
¢lared to be the supporter of the church. 

The wise producers take this into 
account and frame their attractions ac- 
cordingly. 


Cores and Encores 


George Bernard Shaw refuses to ac- 
cept the $35,000 Nobel peace prize 
money, and by doing so he obtains for 
himself another round of international 
publicity worth several times $35,000. 


The up-to-date road show manager 
uses a new exploitation line nowadays. 
Instead of making claims to the com- 
plete Broadway production, he an- 
nounces that “the cast, costumes and 
production are guaranteed to be equally 
as good as that seen in New York.” 


Rachel Crothers is credited with the 
statement that great acting is at its 
best at rehearsals of a play. And yet 
the fickle and unappreciative public in 
the tryout towns has‘ complained so 
much about being charged Broadway 
prices for “rehearsals” that several pro- 
ducers have consented to a lower box- 
office scale for these trial showings. 


A play called Ballyhoo soon will be 
produced in New York. It has a carni- 
val background—and it was written by 
an instructor at Columbia University. 
It is now in order for sothe professor 
to dramatize the medicine show. 


Those who have an idea that clown- 
ing is a mean art will be interested to 
know thit Moscow has opened a 
Clowns’ Academy with courses of stu:y 
including everything from acrobatic 
stunts and humorous effects to elocu- 
tion and political satire. 


The Citizens’ Play Jury’s favorable 
decision in the case of The Captive 
seems to have satisfied everybody ex- 
cept the reformers. But no doubt that's 
quite all right with some folks. If the 
reformers were not kept unsatisfied, 
the theater and many of its plays would 
lose a lot of advertising.

There are said to have been in- 
cignificant attempts along this line as 
arly as 1817, but one of the first of any 
consequence was the boat launched by 
william Chapman about 1828-29. Chap- 
man was born in England ,in 1764, and 
while a young man was a member of a 
theatrical troupe in England which trav- 
eled, lodged and exhibited in its own 
vans. He later appeared on the London 
stage, and in 1827 came to Amer.ca and 
played for a time in New York. With 
his wife, sons and daughters as a 
nucleus, he organ'zed a company which 
he called The Chapman Family and 
started on tour. 

At that time there was an enormous 
movement of emigration toward the 
West and Southwest, a large percentage 
of it going by the Ohio River. At Pitts- 
burgh, Chapman, attracted by the grow- 
ing importance of that stream, conceived 
the idea of a theater floating on it, 
playing the young towns and sett'ements 
which as yet had no assembly halls of 
their own. A boat whs built for him 
containing, besides the auditorium, sleep- 
ing and dining quarters for the company, 
and in this he toured the Ohio River 
system and played several hundred mies 
up and down the Mississippi. There had 
been two or three small entertainments 
of one kind and another that traveled 
short distances along the river before 
this time, but Chapman's venture was 
the first of any importance, 

Chapman died on his boat at a little 
town in Mississippi in 1839. His wife 


years, but because of advancing age re- 
tired in 1847, having sold the outfit to 
Sol Smith, a well-known Western the- 
atrical manager. Smith had bad luck 
wth the boat his first season out. A 
steamboat ran into it on the Ohio one 
night and cut it in two. The boat and 
its equipment sank, but no lives were 
lost 

Shortly after Chapman’s launching. a 
canal boat appeared in New York. The 
Erie Canal was completed in 1825 and 
the territory along its course experienced 
a tremendous boom. Henry Butler, an 
old theatrical manager, tried trouping 
up and down the Mohawk Valley, but 
experienced so much difficulty in finding 
hal's to show in that he decided to build 
a boat. He set forth from Troy in his 
Floating Theater and Museum, stopping 
for a day, two days or a week at a place, 
according to its size. By day he ex- 
hibited only the museum part of his 
show, which contained stuffed birds an1 
annals, wax figures of Washington. Na- 
po‘eon. Captain Kidd, the 12 apostles 
and others. At night came the play. 

Butler played the Erie and its branch 
canals, the Champlain, Chenango, Cayu- 
ka and Seneca, Genesee and others for 
a number of years. Eventually he lost 
his eyesight, but he stuck to his old 
boat utilizing it entirely as a museum. 


(eco were other show boats on 
the o'd canals, all necessarily small 
because of the narrowness of the 
channel; but a showman on the Penn- 
Sylvania canals 5@ years and more ago 
enlarged his auditorium by an ingenious

the most famous minstrels had a ttrn 
at one time or another on the river show- 
boats. 

It is a curious fact that these minstrel 
boats did a good business on the lower 
Mississippi, where there were so many 
real negroes that one might suppose a 
caricature of them would hold little 
novelty or humor for an‘audience. On 
these, as on other boats, there was a 
small space reserved for negro specta- 
tors, who laughed uproariously at the 
spoofs directed at their own race. 

The Civi’ War dea't a heavy blow to 
the show business on the river. In fact, 
the boats almost entirely disappeared for 
several years. In 1878 Captain A. B. 
French, the pioneer of the modern float- 
ing theater, built his first boat, the 
Sensation, on the Ohio River, and for 24 
years he was a well-known figure in 
Middle Western waters. He built a sec- 
ond and a third boat as the old ones 
became antiquated, calling each of them 
the New Sensation. He died in 1902 and 
his widow ran the boat for a few years, 
then sold out to the owner of a rival 
enterprise. At present there is a fourth 
New Seusation in service. 


HERE were last year no fewer than 
14 theater boats in operation on 


the Mississippi and Ohio rivers. 
They traverse the Mississippi frem 
Louisiana almost up to St. Paul, but 


lsome of their richest and most compact 
territory is on the Ohio and its tribu- 
taries. The ony eastern boat of any 
consequence is the James F’oating The- 
ater on Chesapeake Bay and the waters 
immediately connected with it. 

These mid-western boats, of course, 
cross one another's trails rather fre- 


quently, but they all seem to be making 
money. One fact in their favor is that 
they don't all play the same sort of 
material. One, for example, will present 
a farcical entertainment under some pop- 
ular title, but which is in reality a 
species of vaudeville show, ful of song 
and dance stuff and _ specialties, all 
strung together by the flimsiest thread 
of a story Some boats frankly offer 
vaudeville or revue entertainment; others 
give the river towns variety by playing 
legitimate comedy or drama of various 
types. 

The Golden Rod, the largest boat on 
the inland waters, has a stage 44 feet 
wide by 24 feet deep and will seat about 
1,100. When one remembers that of the 
scores of theaters (counting vaudeville 
but not motion picture houses) c uster- 
ing around Times Square in New York 
on'y about a dozen seat that many, 
while proved successes have run for 
months at a stretch in New York the- 
aters seating not more than 300 one’s 
respect for the show-boat business in- 
creases a bit. Incidentally, the Golden 
Rod puts on some of the highest class 
shows on the river, using plays recently 
seen on Broadway. 


OME boat companies use comedy en- 

tirely, while some play repertoire, 

giving a different show each night of 
a week's engagement and varying the 
menu from comedy to tragedy.  Inct- 
dentally, there are some od-time senti- 
mental plays, such as Tempest and Sun- 
shine and Lena Rivers, that seem to have 
eternal charm for waterside audiences. 
But whatever the play, be it understood 
that it is never morbid, sexy or vulgar.

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Theater Management 


Franklin, N. H., November 15, 1926. 
Editor The Billboard: 

S'r—Theater management is a very in- 
teresting subject when one can jntelli- 
gently converse or write upon the sub- 
ject. In this respect I believe I can 
capably express my viewpoints and ideas 
perhaps better than some who claim 
exponency on the subject. 

I believe an amusement concern em- 
ploys and pays a man for what he 
knows, what he has, and what he can 
do. Few mdnagers are thinkers. Most 
of them are filing posit‘ons which, in 
my opinion, can be likened to the posi- 
tion held by a building superintendent. 
They see that ushers render service and 
courtesy, that photos are in lobby frames, 
that the box office opens on time, check 
up results and report, attend to com- 
plaints and so on. The manager is just 
as he is termed—the “front” of the 
house. 

I believe a manager should be a com- 
bination of a house manager, exploita- 
tion man and publicist. He must be all 
this to capably build up a theater’s in- 
dividual'ty, clientele and receipts. He 
must take an interest in children to cre- 
ate parent impression, he shoud convert 
his house Saturday mornings into a 
Children’s Theater with shows exclusive- 
ly for children and get away from the 
usual presentation of Western features 
which are detrimental to the infant mind 
He should offer an innovation like a “big 
sing”, story teller, a color educational 
reel or a good clean feature and interest 
the public in making som k ddies happy 
by trying a “Sunshine Kiddies’ Theater 
Ticket Book”. 

He should make tieups with organiza- 
tions surrounding the theater, such as 
lodges, mils, schools, churches, etc. He 
should, in his advertising, feature the 
orchestra (as the house orchestra is 
known as a permanent feature), co-oper- 
ate with its leader in musical presenta- 
t ons, illuminate the pit and spotlight the 
orchestra’s soloists and its leader. I could 
go on and on, page after page on the 


methods which a theater management 
should apply to theater build ng. 


There is a big need for service of this 
kind, and I am establishing a company 
to provide such service for theater man- 
agers. The company will be founded on 
the same principle as the sa’es manager 
employed by merchants to strengthen 
their selling department. 


Theater patronage must be developed 
thru practical thinking ideas, and thru 
the efforts of exploitationists and pub- 
licists who have these ideas and the 
ability to make use of them.

Chain Theater Trusts 


Portland, Ore., November 18, 1926. 
Editor The Billboard: 

Sir—I notice an article on page 6 of 
the November 13 issue of The Billboard 
regarding chain theater trusts on the 
Coast, and I wish to state the writer told 
the truth regarding these conditions, only 
he told it in a much milder way than 
I would have done. 

I have been an agent and have had 
my own shows for several years on the 
Coast, and I know it like a book. At 
one time an independent show had half 
a chance, but when one chain now owns 
and controls more than 130 theaters in one 
State, not mentioning the several others 
that own from 15 to 40, it makes it tough 
for the agent to get dates that amount 
to anything, unless he wants to work the 
show for a very small percentage. Of 
course, anything to break long jumps. I 
have found in several towns the managers 
have even refused to sign contracts, just 
stating to have the show come in and play 
a certain date at a certain percentage, 
then after the show has played they argue 
about the percentage. 

T am glad some one has written old 
Billyboy about this trust, as I know it 
will help. 

I am wintering here, and so far I have 
found things rather bad. Lots of per- 
formers out of work and some working 
two or three days a week. I have a 
dance band, and we manage to work five 
or six days a week in local houses.

of stuff. And of course a happy ending 
is preferred. 

Two other showboats popular on Vas 
Ohio and its tributaries are the America 
and Bryant’s Showboat. Both of these 


boats retain their cast for a full season,’ 


sickness being the only thing that will 
cause a break in the troupe. 

The modern floating theater is not 
self propelling. The earliest boats on 
the river usually were towed upstream 
before time to open the season, then 
they floated down with the current, be- 
ing steered by big sweep oars. But 
today a small steam towboat is an es- 
sential part of the outfit; and the en- 
gineer and fireman, to say nothing of 
the pilot, usua'ly assist in some other 
capacity while the show is in progress. 

The jumps between stands usually run 
from 15 to 50 miles. No towns of more 
than 10,000 population or thereabout are 
on the itinerary; they are too sophis- 
ticated and have too many amusements 
of their own. Some of the boat's best 
business is done at mere landings, where 
there is scarcely any town, but where 
the troupe’s coming is expected every 
year, and where people come for miles 
in all directions by wagon and motor car 
to see the show : 

The season lasts from March or April 
until well along in November, depending 
to a large extent upon the weather ana 
river conditions, Ear'y spring is hazard- 
ous for boats because of the probability 
of floods. A big rise not only brings 
physical danger to the craft, but makes 
it impracticable to land at the usual 
places, distracts the minds of the regu- 
lar patrons and inflicts financial losses 
on them so that they are not likely to 
patronize amusements for a time. The 
best course for a boat captain at such 
a time is to tie up at some fairly safe 
spot and wait until the excitement is 
over. 

The Adams Floating Theater on 
Chesapeake Bay and adjacent waters is 
necessari y a much more seaworthy craft 
than those on the interior rivers. When 
traversing the big bay she is liable to 
be assailed by rough wind and water, 
and, as a matter of fact, has had two 
or three decidedly narrow escapes from 
swamping in storms. She is handled by 
two powerful tugs. 


HE UP-TO-DATE show boat has an 

advance map just like a land troupe. 

It is said that the Adams boat, 
which has a monopoly in Chesapeake 
waters, depends upon newspaper adver- 
tising; and as it is about the only enter- 
tainment ever seen by some of its pa- 
trons its visit is not likely to get by 
them unnoticed. Some boats still carry 
bands, tho in this age of specialization 
actors who “double in brass” are increas- 
ing y difficult to procure. But almost 
every boat has a calliope on its roof. 

Some of the boats which present 
vaudeville or musical farce have only one 
stage setting, and that remains in position 
thruout the season. At the other extreme 
is the Golden Rod, which has six drop 
curtains and a considerable outfit of 
scenery. Most boats have a_ balcony 
and the larger ones even have boxes. 
The scale of prices is 25, 35 and 50 
cents for the cheaper theaters; the 
others go as high as 30, 50 and 75 cents, 
with perhaps $1 for the boxes. 

Twenty-five years ago certain ardent 
promoters launched the Great American 
Water Circus on the Ohio, and for four 
seasons it toured the river. It presented 
a true circus performance and atmos- 
phere Two big coal barges were lashed 
side by side, a layer of earth put in their 
hul's to furnish a base for the ring an4 
a tent stretched over all. The circus 
carried 40 horses and 14 parade wagons 
(for a parade was put on at every stop- 
ping place) which, of course, must be 
accommodated on a separate boat; and 
besides, there were the performers and 
other functionaries to take care of. But 
the equipment was heavy and costly to 
handle and the enterprise was not a 
great success, so it was abandoned after 
the fourth season. 

It has been claimed that this was the 
only floating circus ever seen on the 
rivers, but this, statement is erroneous. 
In the 50s the Spalding & Rogers Circus 
Company toured the Ohio River and 
tributaries. In an advertisement of this 
show in a Terre Haute, Ind., newspaper 
of 1853 is a picture which supposedly 
represents the entire equipment, one 
large barnlike boat. Thereon it was de- 
clared all the ordinary circus acts were 
presented.

Gatsby standard, however, by quite a 
long shot. As a program picture God 
Gave Me Twenty Cents stands up 


moderately well and will go over satis- 
factorily in the average theater. There 
is a great deal of pathos in the story, 
which concerns the romance between a 
Sailor and wattress with the French 
quarter of old New Orleans as the back- 
fround, and it is told with the finesse 
that draws the tears to those who would 
be lachrymally sentimental. 

The picture is based on an original by 
Dixie Willson, published recently in a 
magazine, Jack Mulhall, Lois Moran, 
Lya de Putti and Willie Collier, Jr., are 
the featured plavers.

The film transcript of F. Scott Fitz- 
gerald’'s big seller, The Great Gatsby, 
a human-interest story with an ending 
not anticipated, ranks as one of the best 
pictures this season. Directed by Herbert 
Brenon, whose facility for smooth narra- 
tion is so evident in Beau Geste, classed 
by many as the best he ever did, the 
Fitzgerald story in cinema form makes 
unusually fine entertainment. Brenon, as 
he did in Beau Geste, sticks to his logic 
and keeps the story free from maudlin 
sentimentality. Drama all the way thru, 
entirely free from comedy relief or un- 
important incidents, the picture unwinds 
itself with absorbing interest in every 
foot. 

Some may not like the story or its 
ending. Gatsby, a nobody from nowhere, 
who acquires millions as a bootlegger,

of his faithless wife. Gatsby fell in 
love with a Louisville belie when army 
uniforms allured, went to war and re- 
turned to find the girl had married a 
Chicago millionaire, who was actually the 
cause of the infidelity of the garage keep- 
er’s wife. Gatsby tries to win the girl, even 
tho she is married, but in vain. His life 
is a complete failure, as he admits. 
The bullet finishes it, disentangling the 
mess the Chicago man and his wife had 
made of their lives. 

The cast and the acting is superb. 
Warner Baxter plays Gatsby to perfec- 
tion and William Powell shines as the 
jealous garage keeper. Lois Wilson its 
Daisy Buchanan and Hale Hamilton the 
repentant Tom Buchanan. Neil Hamilton 
is in a lesser role which, however, stands 
out. 

Don't fail to book this picture, even if 
it costs a little more than the average. 

Songs of Central Europe, one of the 
Famous Melody Series, with an orchestral 
prelude, inaugurates the Rivol'’s presen- 
tation program. It is an artistic “short” 
and a credit to any bill where the better 
class product counts. 

Marguerite Ringo, soprano, heard here 
before on several occasions, appeared in 
a heavy operatic number with special 
scenery for atmosphere. Her voice, 
stronger and clearer than when last heard 
at this house, thrilled the audience when 
reviewed. Joseph Wetzel did not apnear 
with Miss Ringo. 

The feature presentation, In a Music 
Shop, a little jazzier than the averaze 
Publix unit, started with promise of little 
scope, but finished in a blaze of sure- 
fire entertainment. Two counters, laden 
with sheet music, and a piano in the 
center of the stage form the setting.

Pals in Paradise, a title that ought to 
draw at the box office, is not up to the

tures, many that are slower, with less 
action and less logic. George B. Seitz 
directed Pals in Paradise and committed 
several grievous inconsistencies, the most 
glaring of which was the efforts of two 
women, mind you, living in the West, 
who had not the slightest idea how shells 
were put into a gun.

Heard that Bill Carr and his gang 
were in town, but haven't seen any of 
them yet. At present I am resting, but 
expect to be working on some new things 
for the show.” 


NEW YORK.—Fred Beebe has signed 
up with Tex Richard to present as an 
annual event at Madison Square Garden 
Fred Beebe’s World Series Rodeo, under 
the auspices of the Broad Street Hospi- 
tal, this city, for the next five years to 
come, in view of the success of the 
rodeo that terminated its engagement, 
lasting 10 days, at the Garden, which was 
a financial success, and, incidentally, the 
show pa‘d out more prize money and day 
money to the contestants than any simi- 
lar show held this season. The exact 
date for next season’s show has not been 
definitely decided as yet, but Beebe 
stated that only two matinees a week 
wi'l be given hereafter as against one 
daily this season. The patronage does 
not justify giving daily matinees and 
works a hardship both upon the con- 
testants and the stock 

The Rodeo, it can be truly said, came 
to a close in an unexpected and enthusi- 
astic burst of applause, conclusively 
proving that the amusement going public 
is undoubtedly “sold” for keeps on this 
del chtful form of entertainment that Is 
brimful of thrills and replete with action 
that made the Western sports popular 
with New Yorkers. Beebe was handi- 
capped to some extent at the beginning, 
but he succeeded admirably in largely 
overcoming these handicaps, and direc- 
ted this contest in a masterful way that 
won him many friends with he public 
and with his backers, who were pleased 
with the outcome. 

The program sales at the Rodeo went 
over the top, and jt was necessary to or- 
der 40,000 more copies. The program 
sold for 25 cents per copy and was a 
work of art, complete in every detail. 
Johnnie Mullins, arena director, and his 
assistants, deserve credit in the manner 

he rodeo events were run off without 
any delays or hitches. The two chuk- 
kers of indoor polo increased the run- 
ning time of the show that could have 
been eliminated with a one-chukker 


schedule that would have given the same 
results undoubtedly. The customary 
moves of the S. P. C. A., which, it is 
understood, was about to start a cam- 
paign for financial support, did not prej- 
udice the public mind to any precepti- 
ble extent with the alleged cruelty to ani- 
mals by the contestants. Mayor Jimmy 
Walker stood up in his box on the open- 
ing night and broadcast thru a micro- 
phone his admiration for the contestants 
and their popular sports. From all indi- 
cations, the rodeo is here to stay, 


LIVERMORE, Calif.—Regulating of 
rodeos from a humane standpoint rather 
than attempts to prevent them in the 
face of extensive support by the public 
was advocated by County Humane Of- 
ficer W. H. Osborne before the recent 
national convention of the American 
Humane Society in Portland, Ore. Prior 
to leaving for Portland Osborne con- 
sulted with Livermore rodeo officials in 
reference to a number of points involved 
and while here discussed the convention 
and his talk before the delegates. Char- 
acterizing the rodeo as an “unnecessary 
evil”, but nevertheless a popular form of 
amusement and supported by the thou- 
sands, he urged the delegates to have the 
officers of their humane societies co- 
operate with rodeo officials and work 
toward abolishing cruelty and other ob- 
jectionable features. He stated that he 
believed more progress toward prevent- 
ing cruelty could be made in this manner 
than in futile efforts to prevent the 
shows in the face of popular support. 
He gave his experience at Livermore and 
thruout Alameda County as an example 
of what can be done by following this 
method. 


Mr. Osborne’s speech in full was as 
follows: “The commercialized rodeo 
along with the fur trade, a business 


made possible in order to supply the 
ladies with summer furs, along with the 
circus to which the wor'd and his fam ly 
hie every year, along with the slaughter 
house, where thousands of animals are 
killed daily in order that mankind, in- 
cluding we humanitarians, may gorge on 
this tender flesh, all these things I claim 
to be a crying evil. Nevertheless, among 
these other unnecessary evils, the rodeo 
is with us and it is our*business to dis- 
cover what to do about it. You may be 
interested in a brief history of the rodeo. 
Nineteen years ago when I took up the 
humane work nearly every town in the 
county, on Sundays, held a miniature 
rodeo. There was little regulation and 
no humane officer in attendance. At 
that time no society had the finances to 
supervise all these exhibitions. I would 
attend a so-called rodeo in one town for 
an hour or two, then slip away to an- 
other 20 miles distant It required years 
of persistent labor to eliminate what I 
considered the unnecessarily cruel fea- 
tures, such as ripping with spurs, using 
too severe a bit, the use of the quirt, 
the throwing of steers in roping and 
twisting the steers’ necks in bulldogging. 
These rodeos, of course, were crude af- 
fairs, with no organization or men of 
business ability to back them. The 
young cowboys who promoted them, 
having no prize money to offer, soon 
gave up the game and the contests were 
discontinued. 

“Eventually a group of seasoned cat- 
tlemen got together and organized a 
rodeo association in Livermore. Riders 
from every section of California per- 
formed at these exhibitions. As has al- 
ready been brought to your attention, 
these riders do many of the same stunts 
in the arena that are required of them 
in their daily round among the cattle. 
Most of them are daredevils and need to 
be watched. However, the rules of the 
rodeo association are very strict, and if 
a rider deviates a trifle from these rules 


he loses a chance of winning a prize. 
A protest from me to the committee 
against the brutal rider bars him from 
competing. The cowboys al! know this, 
hence their respect for my warning. I 
have been in conference many times with 
the rodeo committee. They have always 
been willing to adopt any suggestion 
within reason that I have offered. This 
co-operation has resulted in a harmon'- 
ous and helpful relation existing among 
the cattlemen and our Humane Society 
During the hoof and mouth disease. 
when so many cattle had to be slaugh- 
tered, I was of invaluable assistance to 
them in moving their stock from barren 
pastures to luxuriant fields. In return 
these men are helpful to me in my work. 

“At our last Livermore Rodeo, held 
in July, there were approximately 20,000 
people in attendance. At the Salinas 
Rodeo there were twice that number 
Included in that audience were many of 
the educated, cultured, humane men and 
women of our section; editors and fea- 
ture writers of our largest dailies have 
shouted and boosted for the rodeos as 
they are conducted in our community. 
As long as there are competent sporting 
cattlemen to promote these rodeos and 
make them a financial success, and as 
long as there are enthusiastic and ap- 
proving audiences to witness them, they 
are likely to continue. Such being the 
case at the present time, the Humane 
Society is more effective in regulating 
them than in making the effort to 
eliminate them entirely. My advice to 
those of you who are fighting the rodeos 
as conducted in your localities is to get 
together with your rodeo committees and 
gradually eliminate objectionable fea- 
tures. These rodeo officials are subject 
to reason and when appealed to by an 
experienced and practical representative 
of the Humane Society I have found 
them open to conviction.”

The closing week of the Sparks Circus 
was uneventful with the exception of the 
Macon, Ga., date, which marked a re- 
turn engagement to even larger returns 
than the opening date in the spring, says 
Eddie Jackson. We were under the 
auspices of the American Legion, who left 
nothing undone in the way of mak ng 
the day one of success.

military, industrial, educational and 
fraternal organizations—even a ladies 
club—and all city bands were represented 
in the line of parade, which was headed 
by Mayor Miller and Sheriff Hicks. 

At Dublin, Ga., we were under the 
auspices of the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy and another big day was reg- 
istered. Fine weather prevailed until the 
closing night in Savannah, when a deluge 
of rain after the matinee spoiled what 
would have been a turnaway at night, 
for Savannah was surely circus hungry, 
and all seats were filled at the matinee 
with a large down-town sale for the 
night performance.

It 
is true, the overhead expense is con- 
Stantly increasing, and it takes a stout 
heart and a good-sized bankroll to meet 
this issue nowadays. The smaller shows 
Will necessarily have to relegate them- 
Selves to the smaller communities.” 


Mr. Clyde enjoys a large and _ in- 
fluential acquaintance in the amusement 
World, and is a recognized authority on 
the outdoor show business, dating back 
to the palmy days of its early existence. 
He is one of the pioneers who has made 
800d and is st'll rendering valuable serv- 
ice in his present field of activity.

The device is so simple that 
a 3-year-old child can adjust or detach 
the ribbon without difficulty and with- 
out touching it with the hands It can 
be used. on any make of typewriter. Mr.

Back in 1915, the first year we opened 
here, the Northwestern Shows had really 
no competition in the city. There were 
perhaps a couple of sets of rides runn-ng 
in different localities and their effect on 
our business was negligible. But as 
years passed other carnivals came into 
Detroit, each season finding more in the 
fie'd than the previous one, until last 
spring the peak was reached with nine 
different outfits operating here at the 
same time. 

This intense competition not only cut 
into the earning possibil.ties, for with a 
carnival every: few blocks no one would 
come any great distance to visit us and 
our attendance suffered proportionately. 
In consequence of poor business some of 
the brethren were tempted to exceed the 


limits of police regulations and so 
brought the entire industry into ill 


repute with the local authorities. Such 
being the case, Mr. Flack decided that 
it would be a wise thing for us to give 
Detroit a rest and open in one of our 
near-by industrial cities, thus providing 
new territory for our people and avoid- 
ing the petty annoyances which would 
sure'y be our lot were we to show in 
the Motor City next season. 

This fall several members of our staff, 
including Mr. Dumas, Mr. Whitman, Mr. 
Myers and Mr. Flack, made an extended 
trip thru the upper pen’nsula of Michi- 
gan and it is now almost a certainty 
that this territory will be included in 
our next season’s itinerary.

custom, the magazine in question gets 
the uncopyrighted script, which also 
goes for a musical composition, and it is 
later copyrighted by the publisher. No 
matter what other agreement exists be- 
between the creator and publisher, the 
latter has the copyright; particularly so, 
when the law provides that there can be 
only one copyright of a work. Thus 
an author or composer cannot seil any 
motion picture rights, etc. until it is 

assigned to him by the publisher. 

Radio and phonograph record manu- 
facturers are opposed to such portions 
of the bill as give the composer and 
author exclusive radio and record rights, 
or other mechanical reproduction meth- 
ods. The composer may have certain 
rights as to phonograph records, but the 
law reads that all manufacturers can 
make a record of his work once he au- 
thorizes any other to do so. While the 
talking machine people want the present 
practice (compulsory license) to con- 
tinue, the radio folk also want it to ap- 
ply to broadcasting. 

There are several other minor issues 
affecting different factions. Strongly be- 
hind the Vestal Bill now are the Authors’ 
League of America, American Society 
of Composers, Authors and Publishers, 
Motion Picture Producers, Book Pub- 
lishers’ Association, Employing Printers’ 
Association, American Federation of 
Labor and the Dramatic Producers. So 
far the daily press has not attacked the 
proposed copyright measure. 


Arbitration Board Formed 
To Avoid Film Studio Strike 
(Continued from page 5) 
These 10 men, in all probability, will con- 
stitute the arbitration board. 

Following the favorable outlook for an 
avoidance of a national strike, affecting 
all studios and properties of distributors, 
notice was given all unions in readiness 
for a walkout on Wednesday, the day 
scheduled for such action, to hold off. 

Among clauses in the agreement for 
the arbitration board are: “The interna- 
tional’s committee and the producers’ 
committee shall jointly hear or con- 
sider all requests or grievances or other 
questions affecting waces, hours cf 
labor or working conditions in the studios 
of the producers which have failed of 
local adjsustment and any other matters 
in which such joint consideration will 
tend to avoid misunderstandings, or will 
tend to improve the condition of the in- 
dustry and of its employees. Any officer 
representing a un'on or any producer 
shall have the right to be present at a 
hearing in the subject matter of which 
the interests of his organization are 
specially concerned, or to bring before 
the committee sitting Jointly any question 
which in his judgment requires con- 
sideration or adjustment. 

“The international’s committee and the 
producers’ committee, act ng jointly, may 
make rules for the local adjustment of 
requests or grievances, for arbitration of 
or hearing of requests or grievances, bde- 
fore or after they are acted on by the 
international’s committee and the pro- 


~~ 
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ducers’ committee, or similar matters cf 
procedure. 

“Any union or any producer may with- 
draw from this agreement upon duplicate 
written notice mailed te the chairman 
of the international’s committee and also 
to the chairman of the producers’ com- 
mittee. As to parties hereto not so with- 
drawing, this agreement shall terminate 
at the expiration of two years from its 
date unless sooner renewed.”

mitting others to use on the negative 
and positive prints of the motion picture, 
entitled Bigger Than Barnum’s, and on 
the advertising material and accessories 
used in connection therewith and in any 

other respect 

“The name ‘Ringling’ or any color- 
able imitation thereof; 

“The expression ‘the greatest show 
on earth’ or any colorable imitation 
thereof ; 

“The expression ‘the world’s great- 
est circus, or any colorable imitation 
thereof, and 

“The name ‘Barnum’, except as 
used in the title of the said picture, 
Bigger Than Barnum’s. 

“The foregoing, however, is without 
prejudice to the right of the defendants 
to use such of the foregoing expressions 
as the plaintiffs may by license or 
stipulation permit the defendants to use, 
and it is further 

“Ordered, adjudged and decreed that 
no costs be assessed against either party 
and that the within order may be with- 
out reqrirement of bond.” 

Mr. Kelley, the Ringling attorney, calls 
attention to the fact that this injunction 
is a complete restraint against the right 
to use, in the picture Bigger Than Bar- 
num’s, the terms “Barnum”, “the Greatest 
Show on Earth”, “the World’s Greatest 
Circus” or any colorable imitation of 
these names. In the story connections 
the name “Ranglin” appears to such an 
extent that if it were wholly eliminated 
the exhibitional value of the picture 
would be destroyed, and it is understood, 
from Mr. Kelley that license has been 
given to use the name “Ranglin” in a 
few subordinated scenes so as to save 
the complete effect of the picture. The 
effect of the rest of the order will be to 
compel the F. B. O. to cut from the film 
all the enjoined trade names and to cease 
all forms of advertising, lobby display 
and representations using these names. 
A great amount of advertising is to be 
destroyed and the films now in use must 
be called in for alteration. 

“This is the most important and sweep- 
ing injunction pronounced by the courts 
in the circus field in my 20 years as an 
attorney,” says Mr. Kelley.
